PUBLISHERS FILE 
TAFT ACT GhARGE 
AGAINST PRINTERS 


Association Complaint to 
NLRB at Cincinnati 


‘Accuses ITU of Violat- 
ing Law. 


CINCINNATI, Oct. 7 (AP)—The 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association today charged the In- 
ternational Typographical Union 
with violation of the Taft-Hartley 
Aet. 

The charges were filed with the 


regional National Labor Relations 
Board here by Cranston Williams 
of New York, general manager of 
A.N.P.A., who said the action was 
authorized by the A.N.P.A, board 
of directors. 


“The A.N.P.A, is not engaging 
in a union-busting program,” Wil- 
liams said, and added: 

“This step was taken with ut- 
most regret and only afier every 
effort on the part of the A.N.P.A., 
through conferences with execu- 
tives of the ITU, to develop a re- 
lationship in harmony with the 
law of the land had failed. 

Williams said the A.N.P.A. rep- 
resents newspapers having a 
daily circulation of 46,886,000 and 
a Sunday circulation of 42,916,000. 

“At its Cleveland convention held 
only a few days before the Labor- 
Management Relations Act of 
1947 became effective,” Williams 
said in a statement, “the ITU 
adopted a policy of open defiance 
and violation of the law. 

“If that policy affected only the 
ITU, the A.N.P.A. would not’ be 
concerned with it. But by its 
precise terms, as spelled out in 
the resohitions of the convention, 
and as it has been pursued since 
the convention, it requires pub- 
lishers employing ITU members 
not only to conspire with the ITU 
to violate the law but to violate it.” 

Williams said that the penalty 
for any publisher’s failure to con- 
form to the ITU policy would be a 
strike of his printers. 

The recent ITU convention vot- 
ed. to renew no contract, but to 
continue working under a memo- 
randum of working regulations. 
ITU members, it is said, would re- 
fuse to work with anyone not a 
member of their union and, in ef- 
fect, would continue the closed 
shop which the Taft-Hartley act 
forbids. 

The action charges the ITU with 
refusal to bargain collectively or 
in good faith with the A.N.P.A. It 
said the union attempted to cause 
employers to discriminate against 
employes by attempting to im- 
pose the closed shop. 

The A.N.P.A. also charged the 
union with attempting to compel 
employers to hire only those fore- 
men who are members of the 
union; attempting to compel em- 
ployers to cease doing business 
with other employers “for illegal 
reasons’; attempting to cause em- 
ployers to pay money for serv- 
ices not performed, and coercion 
of employes. aa 


Williams in a statement accom- | 


panying the complaint said the 
union defied the law and engaged 
in feather-bedding and boycotting. 

“The A.N.P.A.,” 
said, “recognizes that the issues 
involved must be determined 
speedily if the people of this coun- 
try are to continue to have news- 
papers to read or if harmonious 
relations are to be re-established 
between publishers and a large 
group of their employes.”

A mixture of some ingredients 
that would be garbage in a typi- 
cal American home went into the 
soup-pot yesterday when Ida 
Bailey Allen, veteran writer and 
radio speaker on food topics, 
demonstrated some food-saving 
ideas on a program on the Post- 
Dispatch television station, KSD- 
TV. 

She tossed in pods from shelled 
peas, some left-over oatmeal por- 


ridge, a cup of left-over baked 
beans and various seasonings. 
while her companion, Charles 
Premmac, “the singing chef,” 
chopped up carrot tops, celery 
tops, onions and some stew beef. 
“Add a bit of barley or spaghetti 
and tomato in some form and 
you'll have a simply marvelous 
soup,” Mrs. Allen said. 

The answer to the problems of 
high food prices and food for 
Europe is not to eat less food, 
Mrs. Allen asserted, but to choose 
food wisely and then use it all 
efficiently. The average food 
waste per person is 238 pounds a 
year, or about two-thirds of a 
pound per person each day in the 
United States, she said, 

Mrs. Allen said she had visited 
a number of food stores in each 
city she and Premmac have been 
in on their current tour in the 
past two months and she has 
reached the concusion that house- 
wives don’t do enough compara- 
tive shopping for food. 

“The housewife should shop for 
food the way she would for a new 
hat or a new piece of furniture— 
by going from store to store to 
see which has the best buy,” she 
asserted. 

She also’suggested use of “al- 
ternate” foods when prices go sky-

Dutch Sentence Tadashige for 
Authorizing Killing of 1500 
in Borneo, 


BATAVIA, Oct. 7 (AP) = A 
Dutch military court at Pontianak, 
Boreno, today sentenced . Japanese 
V. Adm. Daigo Tadashige to death 


for authorizing the massacre of 
1500 native men, and chil- 
dren in West Boreno 1944. 

Witnesses testified at Tada- 
shige’s trial that at his orders 
victims were beheaded in groups 
of 100 by Japanese soldiers, whe 
sometimes required three we four 
sword strokes to sever a head. 
Natives awaiting execution were 
forced to watch the killing while 
awaiting their turn. 

The prosecution charged that the 
murders were a cold-blooded at- 
tempt to destroy the entire intel 
lectual class in West Boreno. 

Tadashige testified he had 
ordered the executions in his eca- 
pacity as president of the Emerg- 
ency Japanese Court of Justice 
after discovery of a native pilot te 
overthrow Japanese rule. . 

Dutch intelligence agents said 
the purported plot was invented by 
the Japanese as an excuse fof the 
massacre.

Check Held 14 Months. 

The only bond forfeiture judg- 
ment which Webbe did report to 
police and to the judges was the 
$5000 judgment Dec. 27, 1946 on 
the ¥Yorfeited bond of Joe Celeste, 
wanted for second-degree murder. 
The forfeiture was declared June 
26, 1946. It was in this instance 
that Webbe deposited the personal 
check with the court clerk, July 
12, 1946. Judgment for the state 
was returned Dec. 27, 1946. | 

The check has been held 14 
months by Anton Schuler, clerk 
of the Circuit Court for Criminal 
Causes, pending action by the Gov- 
ernor on Webbe’s application for 
remission of the judgment. If the 
Governor rejects Webbe’s appeal, 
the money will go to the Board of 
Education. . 

Asked whether the $5000 check 
was still negotiable, E. A. Schmid, 
president of the Mutual Bank & 
Trust Co., on which the check was 
drawn, said: “We would refer the 
matter to our attorney before ac- 
cepting the check because of the 
time element. There is no reason 
to believe, however, that the check 
would not be good, legally. It is a 
negotiable instrument. Some banks 
mark their checks ‘not cashable 
after 30 days,’ but we do not. We 
would want our attorney’s advice, 
though, before accepting a check 
written so long ago.” 

Schuler told the Post-Dispatch 
he did not intend to deposit the 
check in his office bank account 
or demand that Webbe replace it 
with a cashier’s check, unless di- 
rected to do go by the Circuit At- 
torney. : : 

Cashier’s Check Required. 

Under a practice followed in the 
courts for*many years, a bonds- 
man was required to deposit a 
cashier’s or certified check with 
the court clerk after a forfeiture, 
as evidence of gdéod faith. Schuler 
said the Circuit Attorney’s office 
had approved acceptance of 
Webbe’s personal check. With the 
check held in an office safe for 
14 months, Webbe has had the use 
of his money for that length of 
time and has been permitted to 
continue signing more bonds. 

Circuit Attorney Griffin, who 
took no action for three weeks aft- 
er «the Post-Dispatch disclosed 
that Webbe’s $5000 check was a 
personal rather than a cashier’s 
check, said today: “I think the 
check should be replaced with a 
cashier’s check. It was never in- 
tended that the clerk would ac- 
cept personal checks of bondsmen. 

“I will confer today with Schuler 
on his idea of what the judges in- 
tenced. As to cashing it, that will 
depend on whether the judgment 
was final.” When the judgment 
for the state was returned last 
December, immediate execution 
was ordered, Griffin continued: 
“Webbe ould stop payment on 
that check or have insufficient 
funds to cover it.” 

Webbe is accepted as a bonds- 
man in city, state and federal 
courts but not in the court of Cir- 
cuit Judge William H. Killoren, 
presiding in Division 12. Judge 
Killoren considers Webbe a poor 
risk because of the judgments 
against him which are unsatisfied. 

Asked to state in his police affi- 
davits the number and amount of 
bonds he signed which were for- 
feited in any court since his last 


“Any false statement made in 


“no” or left the space blank, ex- 
cept in his July 1946 affidavit 
when he replied: “One for $5000.” 

Despite the five judgments 
against him on bond forfeitures 
since December 1946, in every 
monthly affidavit he answered 
“none” or left the space blank in 
replying to the question: 
the number and full amount of 
all judgments rendered against 
you since your last report on for- 
feited bonds upon which were 
surety,” and “State the date and 
the court in which such judg- 
ments were rendered.” 

Penalty for False Statement. 

At the top of the monthly affi- 
davit form for bondsmen on ‘the 
qualified list of the Police Depart- 
ment appears this statement: 


this report or otherwise will not 
only result in the immediate re- 
moval of the bondsman from the 
police list but he may also be pun- 
ished by fine or imprisonment, as 
provided by law.” 

Any bondsman having two for- 
feitures or one judgment out- 
standing against him at the end 
of any 30-day period in any court 
shall be suspended from the ap- 
proved police list, the affidavit 
also states. 

Webbe told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he had not considered it 
necessary to report each bond for- 
feiture and judgment against him 
in his affidavits to the police de- 
partment because he always put 
up a check soon after each bond 
forfeiture was declared. 

‘He owns real estate which he. 
said he bought for $40,000 and

Board, He said his real estate 
bong assessed at $30,000 or $25,-. 

At present Webbe Is surety 
on bonds totaling $72,600 in the

signs 25 to 30 $500 bonds each 
month in Police Court but, since 
most are in effect only.for brief 
periods, he was uncertain what 
his total obligation was in those 
courts today, 

In his sworn statements to po- 
lice, Webbe regularly understated 
the total volume of his outstand- 
ing bonds, reporting he was surety 
on bonds ranging from ‘$20,000 to 
$40,000. In an affidavit prepared 
for Circuit Judge Waldo C. May- 
field last January, /Webbe said he 
was surety on $25,000 in bonds. He 
has been surety for as much as 
$81,000 in bonds at one time. 

His Figures on Net Worth. 

In qualifying before Judge 
Comerford Sept. 9, Webbe said he 
was worth $70,000 above all lia- 
bilities. In qualifying before 
Judge Mayfield in January, Webbe 
set his net worth at $50,000. In 
qualifying to sign police bonds in 
1931, Webbe said he was worth 
$15,000. 

Today Webbe said: “Sure I fig- 
ure I’m worth $70,000. I have 
seven pieces of property and own 
it all, free and clear. Then there’s 
that car out there and money in 
the bank. I’m clean. If I'm on 
$72,000 in bonds like you say, I'm 
good for every penny of it. 

“But this bond system is bad. 
Lately you can’t even get your 
money back if you've had.a for- 
feiture and you can prove the 
guy is in jail. I don’t know about 
the business of going to the Gov- 
ernor to get your money back. I 
leave that up to my lawyer, Morris 
Shenker.” 

Webbe said his usual fee for a 
$500 Police Court bond was $5 
and for a $5000 bond in Circuit 
Court $50. However, he said he

Once Off Eligible List.

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WOMAN TESTIFIES SHE SAW 
M’KISSICK PAY OFF VOTER 


Asserts He Told Her to Send Him All Those 
-at Primary Who Asked for 
Money.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 7 
Testimony that Robert McKissick, 
a Democratic machine captain of 
the Twenty-first precinct of the 
Second Ward, paid voters at the 
1946 primary here was given today 
in his vote fraud conspiracy trial 
by Mrs. Stella Page, a Negro po- 
litical worker, who appeared as a 


Government witness. Other wit- 
nesses described activities at the 
polls. 

Mrs. Page, one of five Negroes 
indicted with McKissick, who 
changed her plea of not guilty to 
that of nolo contendere, testified 
that she worked at the polls under 
the direction of McKissick, enlist- 
ing the aid of Mrs. Beulah Mae 
Israel, a Negro, and Leo Frame, 
now dead. 

“Mr. McKissick said to me later 
in the day to send any voters ask- 
ing for money to him,” Mrs. Page 
testfied, “and I ‘did so. I saw 
him pay one, but I don’t know 
the amount or who received it.” 

Mrs. Page said that she can- 
vassed the precinct in an auto- 
mobile with Mrs. Israel and 
Frame, using cards. with voters’ 
names on them provided by Mc- 
Kissick, with instructions to learn 
who had not voted and try to 
get them to vote. She related 
that she made several attempts to 
induce Sam Cross, a Negro, to 
go to the polls, finally reporting 
to McKissick that he was too in- 
toxicated to go there. 

L. H. Broome, an assistant at- 
torney general, then produced poll 
brecords showing that Cross was 
listed as having voted, in support 
of the Government’s contention 
that “ghosts” were voted in the 
precinct in the names of those 
who didn’t appear. 

Another witness, Mrs. Ruby 
‘Jones, a Negro, testified McKis- 
sick engaged her as a _ political 
worker, paying her $8 on primary 
day for her assistance in’ Canvas- 
sing the voters.

After establishing that 
he had been “voted” by someone 
who used his name, the Govern- 
ment introduced five witnesses 
who testified that they did not 
vote in the primary although the 
precinct poll records indicated 
their votes had been cast. 

Another witness testified ,that 
his wife, who died after the pri- 
mary, had not gone to the polls 


that day although she was ee 
; 


as having voted. 


The non-voting witnesses in- 
cluded two who were in other 
states during the primary election, 
while the others said they were 
at work and did not go to the 
polls. The Government brought 
Mrs. Anna May Wellford, an 80- 
year-old Negro, from Houston, 
Tex., to testify that she didn’t 
vote despite the election day rec- 
ords. 


In his opening statement, Rich- 
ard K. Phelps, commissioned as a 
special assistant attorney general 
to prosecute the frauds, declared 
that the Government proposed to 
establish that “ghost voters” ‘were 
used in the precinct under Mc- 
Kissick’s direction. 


“We will show,” Phelps said, 
“that McKissick kept track of the 
voters who did not show up at 
the pqjls and then gave workers 
cards with those names on them 
and had the workers vote for the 
absent persons. We will show that 
at least eight persons did not vote 
and yet votes were cast for them.” 


Eyesight Reported Defective. 


Ira B. McLaughlin, attorney for 
McKissick and for other political 
figures named in vote fraud in- 
dictments, stated that his client 
suffered from defective eyesight, 
necessitating two operations, and 
thought that he recognized all 
voters as qualified ones. He con- 
ceded that as precinct captain, 
McKissick hauled voters to the 
polls but denied he did anything 
illegal. 


McKissick, whose trial is being 
te deg before United States 
District Judge Albert A. Ridge 
and a jury, is standing trial alone 
since five Negro co-defendants, 
who worked under him in the pre- 
cinct, either pleaded guilty or nolo 
contendere. 


Lucious Carter and Jesse Bell 
changed not guilty pleas to guilty 
yesterday. Cari C. Dodd and Mrs. 
Margaret Jackson elected to plead 
nolo contendere. The other de- 


contendere in advance of the trial. 

Some of those who changed their 
pleas may be used as Government 
witnesses. Phelps said today he 
anticipated that he would not re- 
quire more than 10 witnesses to 
complete .the Government’s case.

The Department of Agriculture 
is concerned over the possibility 
that the Government’s food con- 
servation program, coupled with 
diminishing supplies and high 
prices of grain, may lead farmers 
to make a sharp reduction next 
year in the production of meat 
animals, particularly hogs. 

At best, officials say, meat pro- 
duction next year will be down 5 
to 10 pcr cent. In 1949, supplies 
could be :educed so sharply that, 
given a continued high consumer 
demand, there would be acute 
shortages. 

Farmers normally curtail meat 
production when feed grains are 
scarce and prices are high. as is 
the case now. They do not expand 
production again until] after grains 
become plentiful and prices go 
down. In such cases, there is at 
least one year between the time of 
curtailed production and expanded 
production—a year of short meat 
supplies. 

In reversing their normal prac- 
tice, farmers would be taking no 
undue chances by producing fairly 
large pig ‘crops next spring, offi- 


in the purchase of meat, eggs, 
poultry and bread might have the 
effect of reducing prices of those. 
items, if the Government does not 
keep the price up by continued 
large purchases for shipment to 
Europe. 

Some choice steers at National 
Stockyards today brought a top 
price of $22.50 a hundredweight, 
and a mixed shipmnent of steers 
and heifers brought $33 a hun- 
dredweight which equals the rec- 
ord price for this class estab- 
lished last month. . 

Receipts today at the stockyards 
were: 8500 hogs, with a top price 
of $29.50 per hundredweight; 6500 
cattle, selling for $31 a hundred- 
weight for good grades; 3000 
calves, which brought a top price 
of $29, and 3500 sheep and lambs, 
selling for $23.75 a hundredweight.

party, reorganization, movement, 
group or combination of persons 
which seeks to alter the form of 
Government of the United States 
by unconstitutional means,” which 
advocates or approves the use of 
violence to deny other citizens

PORTUGAL REVOLT 
PLOT'NIPPED; FIVE 
GENERALS SEIZED 


350 Army and Navy Of- 
ficers Reported In- 
volved in Plan to Over- 
throw Prémier Salazar. 


LONDON, Oct. 7 (UP)—A revolt, 
plot by army officers against the 
government of Premier Antonio de 
Oliviera Salazar in Portugal has 


been frustrated with the arrest of 
six ringleaders, including five gen- 
erals and an admiral, it was 
ooh in diplomatic quarters last 
night 

These sources said 350 army and 
navy officers were involved in the 
latest plotting against Salazar. 
They reported that Portugal’s jails 
now are overflowing with political 
prisoners, making it necessary to 
imprison the ringleaders in the 
private Julio de Matos Asylum on 
the outskirts of Lisbon. 

One of the top figures in the re- 
volt was said to be Adm. Jose 
Mendes Cabecadas, former provi- 
sional president of Portugal in 
1926 and one of the small group 
which elevated Salazar to power 


in 1928. Other leaders held with 
Cabecadas were identified as Gen. 
Mascarenhas Godinho, Brig. Gen. 
Vasco de Carvalho, Brig. Gen, An- 
tonio de Sousa Main, Brig. en, Cor 
regidor Martins and Brig. Gen. 
Carlos Selvagem. 
sts Reported Continuing. 

All are being held incommuni- 
cado and arrests of other con- 
spirators among the armed forces 
are continuing, it was reported. 
According to rumor, many mon- 
archigt officers were involved in 
the plot which had as one of its 
main points restoration of the 
monarchy if approved by the 
Portuguese people in a referendum, 

It was said that Salazar was in- 
formed of the plan by Spanish 
sources. He immediately issued 
a decree forcibly retiring all plot- 
ters from the armed forces, but 
keeping them subject to military 
custody and military courts. 

Purported Confession. 

Cabecadas has signed a confes- 
sion implicating President Gen- 
eral’ Antonio Oscar de Fragoso 
Carmona as having knowledge of 
the movement to unseat Salazar, 
it was said, and as a result there 


is a distinct coolness between 
Salazar and Carmona, 


Carmona, who has been Presi- 
dent since 1926, was one of the 
group of army officers whose re- 
volt helped put Salazar in power. 

One report said. that Cabecadas 
refused to sign the confesssion 
involving Carmona until it had 
been read and approved by the 
President. These accounts said 
Carmona made no protest and as 
a result Cabecadas signed the 
confession, 

Cabecadas was arrested last 
June and the others were taken 
into custody in a series of later 
raids, according to diplomatic 
sources.

Beer Makers to Release 
Stocks of Cereal. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 7 (AP)— 
The Internal Revenue Bureau re- 
ported today that breweries used 
almost three times as much wheat 
and wheat products in July and 
August this year as in the same 
months of 1946. _ 

To help the save-food-for-Europe 
drive, beer industry leaders said 
Saturday they would recommend 
that the nation’s 450 breweries 
eliminate use of wheat along with 
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table-grade rice, and release all 
wheat stocks on hand or contract- 
ed for. 

‘The Revenue Bureau said brew- 
eries used 773,677,586 pounds of 
various grains last July and 
August against 508,864,546 in July 
and August 1946, pty beer 
production to 17,876,504 . barrels 
against 14,214,632, 

Wheat and wheat products used 
totaled 1,226,800 pounds in the 
two months this year against 417,- 
970 last year, the bureau said; for 
August alone, the figures were 
1,090,800 pounds this year to 165,- 
100 last. 

Comparative poundages of the 
other grains used for last July and 
August against July and August 
1946 were listed as: 

Corn and corn products, 191,- 
042,884 against 78,890,509; rice and 
rice products, 35,886, 879 against 
27,029,332; barley and barley prod- 
ucts, 1,558,700 against 4,189,212;

206 againsc 375,354,297, and sor- 
ghum grain and sorghum grain

The bureau reported stocks at 
the beginning of this September 
had grown to 9,050,473 barrels of 
31 gallons each from 6,928,309 from 
a year earlier.

These sevené conditions having 
been satisfied in both countries by 
January of this year, Communist 
leaders were ready for the combat 
stage of Communist development.

Third—Now go ahead and 
make your arrests (Maniu and 
thousands of. his supporters in 
Romania and Petkoy with hun- 
dreds of his followers in Bul- 
garia, No habeas corpus. You. 
don’t have to make, public the 
charges. Wait until "just before 
the trial. if you want to, keep 
them in jail for months without 
allowing them to see a lawyer

worry about. You control the 
police, the courts and the army. 
Define “plot” as opposition to 
Communist control and you can 
prove anything. In any case, 
the opposition’ is tongue-tied.

This delegation, which plays an

The all- powerful Politburo, 
master of Russian destiny and 
Communist policy, agreed at the

Stalin led the move for the 
break. 

He argued, despite the opposi- 
tion of Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, that the time had come 
for the Communists to rededicate 
themselves to the real purposes 
set forth by Marx and imple- 
mented by Lenin—world revolu- 
tion. 

He quoted before his Politburo 
colleagues the admonition of 
Lenin in 1917 that the ultimate 
goal of Communism must always 
be complete world revolution lead- 
ing to world domination. 

But Molotov, more experienced 
with Western thought, advised 
against such a clean break. The 
time, he is supposed to have said, 
is not now propitious. Better con- 
tinue the policy of limited co- 
operation, he argued. 

Molotov was voted down—and 
plans began to get under way for 
the vicious anti-American abuse 
that is now at a pitch of hysteria 
here and in Moscow. 

Molotov’s appeal for moderation 
may well explain why he seems, 
at the moment, to be in an eclipse 
and why Andrei Vishinsky, prose- 
cutor of the purge trials and Dep- 
futy Foreign Minister, is in New 
York to carry the propaganda war 
direct. to the capitalistic enemy.

No Quick Change 
A Jules Vernes outlook spread through the 
United States with the news of that bomb on 
Hiroshima. .Mounting .almost faster than the 
horror at the possibility of world destruction 
was the idea that the newly released energy soon 
would transform everything from medicine to 

engineering. 

The possibilities—both grim and glorious—are 
there, but David E. Lilienthal, chairman of the 
United States Atomic Energy Commission, is 


compelled to say that the non-military expecta- 


tions—particularly in the field of power—are 
not likely to be realized in much less than a dec- 


ade, if then. 
Thus, he thinks, there is no excuse for hesi- 


’ tating to expand ‘steam or water electrical gen- 


erating systems along sound and economic lines. 
There is no excuse for halting the forward 
march of industry along well-mapped conven- 
tional ways in the belief that all this may pres- 
ently be made obsolete by cheap and abundant 
atomic energy. Such energy may turn a wheel 
or light a bulb in the laboratory in the next year 
or two, but even then a successful demonstration 
of its commercial applications still will be far 
away. 

“There is not any reason to expect that an 
atomic energy industry will spring into being 
overnight and make its appearance as a colossus 
on the national scene, displacing at once the 


power industries which now serve us and disrupt- _ 


ing in a few years the whole pattern of our 
economy,” said Mr. Lilienthal. “It will almost 
certainly follow the course of supplementing 
rather than supplanting existing economical 
sources of energy supply.” 

Here is the answer to such wild-eyed stories 
as the report that American atomic energy will 
be warming fuel-hungry .Europe next winter. 
Here also is the answer to those who would put 
a drag on the expansion of the nation’s indus- 
tries in the false hope of early technological 
“miracies.”’ 

Such a note of caution is timely, but let no- 
body forget that the great “miracle” has hap- 
pened. Man has released atomic energy. An in- 


dustrial revolution is under way—and probably.

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How a Bondsman Gets By 
Do you want to read an official warning which 
has been turned into nonsense? 
Here is one—the statement which appears at 
the top of the monthly affidavit form for bonds- 


‘men on the qualified list of the St. Louis Police 


Department: 

Any false statement made in this report 
or oth will .not only result in the im- 
mediate removal of the bondsman from the 
police list but he may also be punished by 
fine or imprisonment, as provided by law. 

This warning is meaningless because Profes- 
sional Bondsman Joseph Webbe has proved it so. 
The Post-Dispatch prints today the result of an 
investigation inte Webbe’s record which shgws 
that he has made false statements not once or 
twice but dozens of times. It shows that he has 
made a practice of false statements with respect 
to forfeitures on bonds which he has signed. 

Yet Bondsman Webbe has not been fined. 
Certainly he ig not imprisoned. On the con- 
trary, he is one of the busiest of professional 
bondsmen in the city. 

When a bond is declared forfeited the custom 
in St. Louis courts has been for the bondsman 
to put up a check for the amount of the forfeit 
with the court clerk. It is supposed to be a 
cashier’s check or a certified check, as proof of 
its worth. 

Webbe has had a personal check for $5000 on 
file with Clerk Schuler of the Court of Criminal 
Causes for 14 months. This check allegedly 
makes good a $5000 forfeiture in the case of Joe 
Celeste, charged with second degree murder. 
Why hasn't it been cashed? Why has Webbe 
been permitted to use his money for all this 
time—and to go on signing more bonds? | 

That is, to go on signing more bonds except in 
one court. Circuit Judge Killoren will accept 
none of Webbe’s bonds. Judge Killoren does not 
consider Webbe a good risk on account of unsat- 
isfied judgments. Why, if Webbe is a bad risk 
in Judge Killoren’s court, is he any better risk 
in the courts of other Judges? 

The answer, of course, is that Webbe is no bet- 
ter in one court than he is in another. One tabu- 
lation shows that when he had signed bail bonds 


. totaling $81,000, his equities on which those 


bonds were based amounted to only $5930. A 
record like that is thoroughly bad in any court. 


The evil is not Professional Bondsman Webbe. 
It is the system which makes it possible for him 
and his kind to operate on their own highly 
profitable terms. The Police Board, the Circuit 
and other Judges, the St. Louis Bar Association, 
the public—all have a plain duty of corrective 
action. They have defaulted to the bondsmen 
far too long. 
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Pea-Shooters vs. Artillery 

The “battle of ideas” is being lost because the 
American information program was crippled by 
Congress.

And the only very 
good way we have to shoot truth through the 
iron curtain is by the radio “Voice of America.” 
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A Grand Jury on Milk Prices 

The federal grand jury which is to be impan- 
eled and which will go into the St. Louis milk 
situation will, we hope, be composed of mem- 
‘hers who want to do an energetic job, for the 
evidence is that there will be ample scope for 
its energies. 

It will work without the special obstacle that 
beset a grand jury looking into the same subject 
five ‘years ago. At that time an investigation 
made by the Anti-Trust Division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice resulted in a no-true bill which 
many persons felt was due to dislike of OPA. 
Now OPA is gone and the milk case can be ex- 
amined entirely on its merits. 

What those merits are may be guessed at from 
one milk producer’s story which has been put 
into the hands of District Attorne} Watson. 
This producer between last November and mid- 
June of this year was beaten down by the dis- 
tributor from $7 a hundredweight to $3.65 a hun- 
dredweight in the price paid to him for raw milk 
and during the same time the distributors in- 
creased the price to consumers in St. Louis by 
10 cents a quart. 

Have the distributors who control the St. 
Louis market agreed on the price they will pay 
the producer and the price they will charge the 
consumer, without any competition among 
themselves? This is the fundamental question 
which the new grand jury should ask itself, This 
is the question about which it should satisfy its 
‘mind on the basis of the Department of Justice 
investigations and by means of every indepen- 
dent inquiry it considers in order. 

The producers and consumers of milk in St. 
Louis need protection from price-fixing. That 
fact should be enough to inspire the grand jury 
te get to the bottom of what is going on and 
correct any abuses it discovers. :

Communism's threat is a reflection of our own weakness, declares 
noted historian; its propaganda is dangerous because, despite our 
amazing technological accomplishments, we have not solved prob- 
lems of war and of social justice;.religions may suggest way out. 


Arnold J. Toynbee in Foreign Affairs 


In straits like ours, the wrestler with des- 
tiny is tempted to look for bugbears and 
scapegoats to carry the burden of his own 
inadequacy. In the divided world of 1947 
Communism and capitalism are each per- 
forming this insidious office for one an- 
other. Whenever things go awry in cir- 
cumstances that seem ever more intract- 
able, we tend to accuse the enemy of hav- 
ing sown tares in our field and thereby 
implicitly excuse ourselves for the faults in 
our own husbandry. 


The present Western fear of Communism 
is not a fear of military aggression such as 
we felt in face of a Nazi Germany and a 
militant Japan. The Communist weapon 
that is making America so jumpy is the 
spiritual engine of propaganda. Commu- 
nist propaganda has a “know-how” of its 
own for showing up and magnifying the 
seamy side of our Western civilization and 
for makihg Communism appear a desirable 
alternative way of life to a dissatisfied fac- 
tion of Western men and women. 


Civilization’s Diseases 


Yet the fact that our adversary threat- 
ens us by showing up our defects, rather 
than by forcibly suppressing our virtues, is 
proof that the challenge he presents to us 
comes ultimately not from him but from 
ourselves. It comes, in fact, from that re- 
cent huge increase in Western man’s tech- 
nological command over non-human nature. 
Our Western “know-how” has inflamed the 
institutions of war and class, which are 
the two congenital diseases of Civilization. 


Of the 20 or so civilizations known to 
modern Western historians, all except our 
own appear to be dead or moribund, and, 
when we diagnose each case, in extremis 
or post mortem, we invariably find that 
the cause of death has been either war or 
class or some combination of the two. But, 
up to now, the deadliness of these scourges 
has had a saving limit. While they have 
been able to destroy individual specimens, 
they have failed to destroy the species it- 
self. Civilizations have come and gone, but 
civilization (with a big “C”) has succeed- 
ed, each time, in reincarnating itself. 


No Muddling Through 


' Why cannot civilization go on shambling 
along, from failure to failure, in the pain- 
ful, degrading but not utterly suicidal way 
in which it has kept going for the first 
few thousand years of its existence? The 
answer lies in recent technological inven- 
tions. These gadgets for harnessing the 
physical forces of non-human nature have 
left. human nature unchanged. Class has 
now become capable of irrevocably disinte- 
grating society, and war of annihilating the 
race, 


Evils which hitherto have been merely 
disgraceful and grievous have now become 
intolerable and lethal, and therefore we in 
this westernized world in our generation 
are confronted with a choice of alterna- 
tives which the ruling elements in other 
societies in the past have always been able 
to shirk. We are thus confronted with a 
challenge that our predecessors never had 
to face: We have to abolish war and class 
—and abolish them now—under pain, if we 
flinch or fail, of seeing them win a victory 
over man which, this time, would be con- 
clusive, 
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How has the evil of class been height- 
ened by technology? Has not technology 
already notably raised the minimum stand- 
ard of living? Can we not look forward to 
seeing this rapidly rising minimum stand- 
ard raised to so high a level, and enjoyed 
by so large a percentage of the human 
race, that the even greater riches of a still 


more highly favored minority will cease to 


be a cause of heart-burning? 

The flaw in this is that it leaves out 
of account the vital truth that man does 
not live by bread alone. However high the 
minimum standard of his materia] living 
may be raised, that will not cure his soul 
of demanding social justice; and the un- 
equal distribution of this world’s goods has 
been transformed from an unavoidable evil 
into an intolerable injustice by the latest 
technological inventions of Western man. 


No Longer Excusable 


When we admire esthetically the exqui- 
site furniture and jewelry of Tut-ankh- 
amen’s tomb, there is a conflict in our 
hearts between our pride and pleasure in 
such triumphs of human art and our moral 
condemnation of the human price at which 
these triumphs have been bought. 


“It has been a choice,” rulers have been 
able to plead,, “between fruits of civiliza- 
tion for the few and no fruits at-all. If I 
am to deny these to myself just because 
you cannot all have them too, we shall have 
to shut up shop and allow one of the finest 
talents of human nature to rust away 
buried In a napkin; and, while that is cer- 
tainly not in my interest, it is surely not 
in yours either on a longer view. In in- 
dulging myself at your expense, I am in 
some sense serving as a kind of trustee for 
all future generations of the human race.” 
But in a society that has discovered the 
“know-how” of Amalthea’s cornucopia, the 
always ugly inequality in the distribution 
of this world’s goods has become a moral 
enormity in ceasing to be a practical neces- 
sity. 


The Historic Crisis 


Thus the problems that have beset and 
worsted other civilizations have come to a 
head in our world today. We have invent- 
ed the atomic weapon in a world parti- 
tioned between two supremely great pow- 
ers; and the United States and the Soviet 
Union stand respectively for two opposing 
ideologies whose antithesis is so extreme 
that, as it stands, it seems trreconcilable. 
Salvation perhaps lies, as so often, in find- 
ing a middie way. 

As one middle-aged middle-class west Eu- 
ropean observer sees the world today, sal- 
vation cometh neither from the Hast nor 
from the West. In A.D, 1947, the United 
States and the Soviet Union are alterna- 
tive embodiments of contemporary man’s 


tremendous material power; “their line is. 


gone out through all the earth, and their 
words to the end of the world,” But in 
the mouths of these loud-speakers one does 
not hear the still small voice. Our cue may 
still be given us by the message of Christi- 
anity and the other higher religions.

The figure more than doubled the 
previous high for an evening re- 
ception established in 1941 by “The 
City,”. an exhibition of St. Louis 


city planning. ry 
A festive air pervaded the 
gathering. The show, including 40 


masterpieces of painting, drew vis- 
itors’ unstinted admiration. 

“It’s obviously a compelling. 
show,” Museum Director Perry 
Rathbone saidy “I’m very happy 
everyone is so plainly enjoying it.” 

Visitors came early and stayed 
late. Their attention was drawn 
chiefly by the work of El Greco, 
Titian, Rubens, Rembrandt, Re- 
noir} Holbein, Hogarth, Frans 
Hals, Cezanne, Pieter Bruegel, 
Giovanni Bellini and Winslow 
Homer. 

The paintings, valued at a to- 
tal of $3,000,000, are on loan from 
30 museums in 24 cities of the 
United States and Canada. Five 
centuries of western art and eight 
major schools of paintings are 
represented. 

The exhibition commemorates 
pa®sage in 1907 of the Missouri 
museum tax law which made pub- 
lic support of City Art Museum 
possible. The fortieth anniver- 
sary theme is carried out by a 
special display of 40 other works 
of art and 40 prints owned by the 
museum. 

The loan collection is unusual 
in that it’is made up entirely of 
the property of museums, with 
no dealers’ pictures included. An 
illustrated catalogue explains the 
reason for the composition of the 
collection. 

The foreword, written by Rath- 
bone, states that Missouri’s mu- 
seum tax law holds significance 
for American museums in. general 
and therefore “a _ celebration 
seemed called for in which a share 
could be taken by kindred insti- 
tutions throughout the land whose 
development has paralleled the 
steady growth of the St: Louis 
museum.”

Since I was not asked by the 
newsreel theater to keep what I 
saw to myself and since some 
millions of Britons are looking at 
the same thing this week, I feel 
justified in revealing that the 
cloth is flowered silk brocade 
with a high glint, which is the 
secret of the firm weaving it. 

From the size of the loom, the 
material will be 54 inches wide. 
A cloth expert who saw the news- 
reel shot predicted that a 60-yard 
bolt was being prepared for the 
train alone. This would indicate 
another 60 yards for the rest of 
the dress. 

“The material would cost not 
less than 10 sterling ($40) a yard 
—probably more,” the cloth expert 
said. “Thus, for material alone, I _ 
would say, the dress cost 1250 
sterling ($5000) before. dress- 
making changes. 

“That much material would re- 
quire over 300 coupons. Under 
rationing, British girls get four 
coupons a month. 

So Princess Elizabeth will walk 
down the aisle at Westminster 
Abbey Nov. 20 to marry Lt. Philip 
Mountbatten in a gown of silk 
brocade’ with a 6f-yard train, a 
tight bodice and a flowing skirt 
probably ornamented with pearl 
and other jewel embroidery.

DETROIT, Oct. 7 (AP)—David 
EZ. Lilienthal last night announced 
formation of a board of industrial 
consultants to assist the United 
States Atomic Energy Commission 
in making atomic energy discov- 


eries more quickly available to 
industry. 

Lilienthal, commission chairman, 
@isclosed the appointments at a 
press conference after he had told 
the Economic Club of Detroit that 
commercially practical atomic 

would not “spring into 
overnight.” 
the consultants board 
will be James W. Parker of De- 
troit, president and general man- 
ager of the Detroit Edison Co. 

Other members include O. E. 
Buckley, president of Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories, New York; 
Donald F. Carpenter, vice presi- 
dent of Remington Arms Co., 

Cenn.; Paul * Foote, 
executive vice president of Gulf 
Research & yah ag” ny 
Pittsburgh, and Robert E: Wilson, 
chairman of the board of Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, Chicago. 

Col Walker Cisler, chief engi- 
meer of Detroit Edison power 
plants and now serving as con- 
sultant to the commission, was 
mamed exécutive secretary to the 
fonsultants group. 

Purposes of Board. 

‘Lilienthal seid the consulting 
board would be expanded from 

time to time and would have two 
initial 


purposes: 

. “First, to aid the Atomic Energy 
Commission in making rapid 
headway toward the earliest possi- 
bie practical applications of these 
great discoveries by private busi- 


ness; 

“And second, the consultants 
would be in a position, within se- 
curity limitations, to keep Ameri- 
can industry:informed of develop- 
ments in the commission's wide- 
spread activities of research and 
development.” 

Lilienthal said al] members of 
the consulting board would be 
“cleared” by the commission for 
mccess to secret data necessary 
for their work.

Tiical skills and the managerial 
ability of American industry are 
brought to bear with maximum 
effect on the problems of atomic 
energy development,” he added, 
“the people of the United States 
will not realize the full benefits 
of this new field of endeavor at 
the earliest possible time.”

TAFT, 
CAUSES OF 


O’MAHONEY DEBATE 


HIGH PRICES 


YORK, Oct. 7 (AP)—In a 
radio debate last night, Senator 
Joseph CC. O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, blamed monopolies for 
present high prices while his op- 
ponent, Senator Robert A. Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, blamed “the policies 
of the Roosevelt and Truman ad- 
ministrations.” 

O’Mahoney spoke from Denver 
and Taft from Cincinnati over the 
Mutual Broadcasting System. 

“Congress gave. the President 
— to limit exports, but by fail- 

ng to exercise his power he has 

helped prices to climb higher,” 
Taft said, 

“Furthermore, our Government 
in buying for export has bought 
at the most inopportune times 
with the most blatant publicity.” 

Taft, giving high income as an- 
other reason for high’ prices, said: 

“The Administration {nsisted on 
a general wage increase pattern, 
adopting ‘the extraordinary theory 
proclaimed by Henry allace’s 
Department of Commerce experts 
and CIO that you could have a 
universal wage increase of 20 per 
cent without increasing prices. 

“A Democratic Congress passed 
the OPA renewal! bill in 1946. Pres- 
ident Truman vetoed it.” 

O’Mahoney said that President 
Truman vetoed the first OPA ex- 
tension bill because of an amiend- 
ment which he said Taft recently 
had referred to as “the simple 
provision that increased costs 
must be reflected in increased 
prices.” 

“I have this ‘simple provision’ 
before me,” O’Mahoney said. “It 
is the famous cost-plus-a-profit 
Taf* amendment. It would take 
five minutes to read it and five 
hours to explain it, but it wrecked 
price control because it was an 
attempt to make the Government 
guarantée a profit to manufactur- 
ers and processors. ... 

“The manufacturers and proces- 


sors, in whose interests Senator 
Taft drew this price raising for- 
mula, are now reaping the profits 
he was so anxious they receive. 
The New York Stock Exchange 
tells us that the food processors 
whose stock is there listed had a 
net income during the first six 
months of 1947 more than 21 per 
cent greater than their net income 
in the first six months of 1946....” 


Monopolies Attacked, 
Quoting Taft as having said at 
San Francisco, “perhaps we have 
more monopoly than we should 
have,” O’Mahoney concluded: 
“That, Senator Taft, is the real 
source of our difficulties. We do 
have monopoly and it is the mo- 
nopolists who fix the prices the 
people must pay, ... Let us go 
back to Washington, Senator Taft, 
and take Truman’s anti-monopoly 
legislation out of the Republican 
pigeon holes. We shall then be 
attacking the price problem effec- 
tively for we shall be giving com- 
petition a chance.” 
O’Mrhonev asserted that “Presi- 
dent Truman in both 1946 and 


1947 has made every effort to pre- 


vent inflation” and that “the Re- 
publican Congress has done noth- 
inz to combat inflation.” 

Taft said he “thoroughly” ap- 
proved of Trvman’s program for 
domestic reduction in consump- 
tion of food. 

“The solution now is to cut down 
on exports, and reduce taxes and 
government expenses,” he_ said, 
“If this is done, the President’s 
carr-'en for reducing the domes- 
tic use of food, which I thorongh- 
ly approve, may be effective, both 
in providing more food for ship- 
ment to Europe and in reducing 
prices. 

“Certainly, there are millions of 
people who can well afford to buy 
less food so that others less well 
off may buy their food at lower 
prices.” 


such a plan would simplify the 
problem of getting iussian agree- 
ment to international contro] of 
atomic energy, help bring security 
to the world and sive the United 
States more than a billion dollars 
a year in armament costs. 

Cavers is a member of the Cam- 
bridge committee of natural and 
social scientists which has been 
studying the use and control of 
atomic energy. 

Cavers, in his article “Atomic 
Power vs. World Security,” de- 
clared that the United States pro- 
posals for international control of 
atomic energy now before the 
United Nations provide only “in- 
adequate protection” against 
atomic warfare because the very 
existence of large atomic energy 
plants leaves open the possibility 
of their seizure by an aggressor 
nation which could protect itself 
by sabotaging plants in other 
countries. 


COAL EXPORT QUOTA FOR NEXT 
MONTH CUT 550,000 TONS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7 (AP) — 
The Commerce Department today 
set a November coal export quota 
of 3,500,000 tons, a reduction of 
550,000 tons from October. 


The department said the drop is 
due to a coal car shortage and in- 
creased seasonal requirements 
within this country as the winter 
approaches. It made these obser- 
vations: Europe will get 3,000,000 
tons of the November quota, the 
amount equaling the monthly aver- 
age of shipments to Europe the 
first nine months of this -year. 

Although the November alloca- 
tion is below the rate expected for 
the last quarter of this year, ship- 
ments during the second and third 
quarters exceeded anticipations. 


1303 OFF IN AIRLINES STRIKE 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7 (UP) — A 
spokesman for American Over- 
seas Airlines said today that the 
week-old strike of 173 pilots had 


forced the company to furlough 
1303 employes.

RESTAURANTS PLAN 
TO REDUCE WASTE 
BY 75 PER CENT 


CHICAGO, Oct. 7 (AP)—Persons 
who eat in restaurants will find 
some changes made as a result of 
the national food-saving cam- 
paign. 

The National Restaurant Asso- 
ciation suggested yesterday that 
its 90,000 member establishments: 

Reduce menu items where pos- 
sible. 

Serve bread and butter only on 
request. 

Cease putting baskets of bread 
and rolls on tables. 

Quit trimming crusts off toast 
and sandwiches. 

Limit the number of crackers 
served with soup and cheese. 

Eliminate three-layer cakes, 

Serve oatmeal bread, cakes and 
cookies, instead of using wheat. 

Restaurant men estimate res- 
taurants serve about 62,000,000 
meals a day, and from four to 
eight ounces of food are wasted 
daily -on each person patronizing 
the 157,000 eating houses, They 
plan to cut that waste by more 
than 75 per cent to less than an 
ouncg a person, thus saving 3,000,- 
000 pounds of food a day, enough 
to feed about 1,000,000 persons.

Out of his experience with pri- 
vate patients, his university guid- 
ance contacts, social] conversations 
and his work as chief psychologist 
at McLean Hospital in Waverly, 
Mass., Dr, Wyatt has been struck 
by the “strong tendency, in our 
way of life, toward young mar- 
riages” and a “very strong edifice 
of pre-conceived notions about 
marriage, love and babies.” 


“A good miany gifts,” Dr. Wyatt 


said, tee, without be- 
ing aware of it—for prestige and . 
‘status, not because of a strong 


and enduring comradeship. They 
don’t marry a man; they marry 


Symbolic of this, Dr. Wyatt 
said, is the prevailing attitude 
toward the engagement 7. “To 
many girls, wearing a diamond 
has exactly the game meaning as 
wearing a fraternity pin; not 
only, ‘I like: John Doe,’ but ‘Look’ 
what a big success I am.” 

Pointing out that a girl of 20 
has not yet learned to distinguish 
between a crush and enduring af- 
fection, Dr. Wyatt said that such 
a girl is an easy victim of the 
stereotype of “romantic love.” 
“Boy meets girl, they fall in love, 
think it’s & great thing, decide 
they must be destined for each 
other, and me they get married. 
But, alas, not for happily ever 
after.” 

“Take a typical case,” he said. 
“Betty, at 19, was enthusiastic 
about Johrt, tackle on the football 
team and a lot of fun at parties. 
They got married. But Betty still 


had a lot of intellectual growth 
before her, while John would al- 
ways remain a football hero. At 
24, after four years of marriage, 
Betty realizes that what she wants 
out of marriage today is some- 


‘thing far different than what she 


thought she wanted when she was 
in college.” 

. In our complicated urban civili- 
zation, Dr. Wyatt continued, it is 
not possible to expect a woman— 
and certainly not a man—to reach 
maturity before 24. 

“At 19 dr 20, a girl hasn’t had 
enough experience to be realistic 
about marriage. Too many mar- 
riages are entered into with an- 
ticipations that can’t possibly be 
realized.” | 

Dr, Wyatt described the situa- 
tion of a woman, now 25, who is 
married and has two children. 


Her husband has a reasonable in- 
come, but is not so well off that 
they don’t have to do a certain 
amount of budgeting. 

“With nothing obviously wrong, 
this woman has a lingering feeling 
of discontent. If she cotld express 
it, she would say, ‘This is not 
what I bargained for. The chil- 
dren are a great deal of work and 
often irritating. Above all, my life 
is monotonous and ‘fonfining, with 
little of the glamour of the young 
matron about it.’ 

“This woman,” Dr. Wyatt added, 
“will probably go along dutifully, 
trying to be a good mother and 
wife, But her frustration and dis- 
appointment will always have a 
way of showing themselves in dis- 
cord in the marriage and in cold- 
ness and irritation with the chil- 
dren.” 


While early marriage is not al- 
ways at fault in a case, like this, 
Dr. Wyatt said, this woman would 
at least have had a more realistic 
idea of what marriage is if she 
had waited a few years. 

Later marriage gives the girl, in 
particular, time to develop an 
emotional independence, With 
the younger girl, Dr. Wyatt said, 
marriage is more likely to mean 
dependence than closeness and 
companionship. 

Later marriage will also give the 
girl time to develop not only her 
own personality, but a field of 
professional interest. “Even if 
she never plans to go back to 
work, she will find it a great help 
during dishwashing and diaper- 
scrubbing days to have something 
outside of the home to keep her 
alive and interesting.”

Tomorrow

TORING a few bushels of ap- 

ples in the cellar or a cool room 

with a dirt floor in a basement 
is a good American custom that 
is worth keeping alive. A genera- 
tion ago when most of our -popu- 
lation were farmers and every 
farmer was his own orchardist, he 
knew the characteristics of every 
apple that he grew and he was 
well qualified to select apples that 
were good keepers. But now that 
most of our people live in cities 
and towns that are not producers, 
the only wise thing for them to do 
is to become well enough ac- 
a with varieties to identify 

em and then find out from their 
experiment station what varieties 
they can hope to keep best in 
storage. 

Those who have done th most 
careful scientific work on apple 
storage have: found that if a 
bushel of ripe apples are stored 
near a binful of apples that are 
barely ripe, and are solid and 
juicy, that tne ripe ones will give 
off enough ethylene gas to make 
the less ripe ones very ripe and 
much less desirable fdr eating in 
a.very short time. So when stor- 
ing, make sure that only barely 
ripe apples go into storage. 


Baked Pickled Apples. 


Four pounds Jonathan apples 
(just ripe), three pounds sugar, 
whole cloves, four sticks cinna- 
mon, three cups cider vinegar. 


Wash apples, cut in quarters 
and remove cores neatly. Stick a 
clove in each quarter. Place in a 
large glass or pottery casserole or 
enamel roasting pan that has a 
tight-fitting lid. Heat sugar, cin- 
namon and vinegar just to boil- 
ing. Pour over apples. Cover cas- 
serole~and place in a slow oven 
(250 degrees F.) and bake with- 
out any stirring whatsoever for

‘New Bohemia’ of Artists, Writers Is

Members Live in Shacks, Discuss Sex 
and Shortcomings .of Civilization

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 7. 


CCUSTOMED as they are to arty antics, the solid citizens of 
A the scenic Monterey Peninsula, about 80 miles south of San 
Francisco, are pleasantly perturbed these days by a “New 


Bohemia” in their midst. 


The assorted characters 


who live in 


shacks and spend most of their time writing, painting, growing 
beards and discussing sex and the shortcomings of modern civiliza- 
tion have created the greatest local furore since John Steinbeck 
expl6ded a quotation from Robert Louis Stevenson in the midst 
of the Monterey centennial celebration. 


Old Peninsula families, it ap- 
pears, are quite proud of their re- 
gion’s ideal climate and its contri- 
butions to art and literature. A 
Monterey landmark is the adobe 


... house in which Stevenson did some 


of his writing. 

Steinbeck, a native son, wrote 
reams about his boyhood sur- 
roundings—but he elected to erect 
literary monuments to the phi- 
losophic winos of “Tortilla Fiat” 
and “Cannery Row,” rather than 
the gentry of the Monterey man- 
sions. 

And then, when Monterey was 
basking in the rosy glow of the 
celebration of its first century un- 
der the American flag and also 
strutting its Spanish antecedents, 
Steinbeck unleashed his verbal 
lightning. 

Local Chamber of Commerce 
members were already annoyed to 
find thousands of centennial visi- 
tors in their midst more interested 
in seeing the real Tortilla Flat and 
Cannery Row than the first Cali- 
fornia theater or thé old custom 
house, when the author tossed this 
paragraph at them: 

“There is a tendency among 
many American towns to make 
museums of themselves and to 
celebrate an illustrious past they 
never had. There is a love, par- 
ticularly among latecomers to Cal- 
ifornia, to glorify, to romanticize, 
to historicalize the communities 
with fiestas and pageants that 
would have filled the old settlers 
with amazement. Thus, a town 
which 70 years ago was a black- 
smith shop in a salt flat will pre- 
tend that roses and guitars and 
fringed hats and paso dobles were 
all over the place. Committees 
are formed to perpetuate an arch- 
itecture that was at best an ac- 
cident.” 

And then Steinbeck heaved the 
Stevenson quotation about Mon- 
terey weather. “At the approach 
of the rainy season,” he said, “a 
deathly chill and a _ graveyard 
smell began to hang about the 
lower floors, and diseases of the 
chest were common and fatal 
among housekeeping people of 
either sex. There was no activ- 
ity but in and around the sa- 
loons, where people sat almost 
all day long playing cards.” 

Either the weather has changed 
or Stevenson was not a very ac- 
curate reporter, for it is the pleas- 
ant climate of the Monterey pen- 
insula and its surrounding cor- 
don of green mountains overlook- 


ing the blue Pacific which have 
lured the “New Bohemia” to this 
locale. 

Mild temperatures make it pos- 
sible to live without great dis- 
comfort in simple shacks and 
tents, and these are the abodes 
of the several hundred avowed 
“creative personaliti¢s’” who in- 
habit what is being hailed through- 
out the world as “the successor 
to Greenwich Village.” 

If all the huts were concen- 
trated in a single small area, they 
would comprise a rather impres- 
sive “jungle” or “Hooverville.” 
However, they are strung out at 
widely dispersed intervals through 
some 50 miles of lush countryside. 

Their connecting link is’ the 
Coast Highway, which ‘Very con- 
veniently provides the “colonists” 
with free transportation to and 
from various poetry readings and 
philosophical discussions. 

Regular motorists along this 
scenic strip of asphalt by the sea 
are no longer startled by the sight 
of rather unorthodoxly clad, men 
and women with easels and sketch 
books under their arms standing 
by the roadside with outstretched 
thumbs. The driver who picks up 
such hitchhikers will, likely as 
not, be regaled with a brief ac- 
count of how the world is going 
to pot, a flat statement that the 
only way to obtain true happiness 
is to kick over conventions and 
give vent to self-expression.

HESE rebels — spiritual de- 

scendants of the Left Bank and 

the Village of yesteryear—are 
constantly expressing themselves 
on canvas, on paper, and in con- 
versations with each other. 

San Francisco supports’ them 
by taking a mild interest in their 
work. Several small circulation 
literary magazines here and in 
Berkeley, across the bay, pay 
modest sums for contributions. 

Along Montgomery street, known 
as “the Wall Street of the West,” 
are several small restaurants 
frequented. by the Bohemian set. 
To these eateries, from the “New 
Bohemia” down the coast, comes 
a constant stream of oils and 
water colors which are hung to 
cover up cracks in the walls. The 
understanding is that any patron 
who takes a liking to a painting 
may purchase it, and the res- 
talrant proprietor claims only a 
small fee for making the sale.

ner. Thére are many customers 
drawn by the “colorful atmos- 
phere,” too. 

Living standards of the New 
Bohemians are far from elaborate, 
so sale of three or four paintings 
a month is enough to keep them 
supplied with a modicum of gro- 
ceries. They can also supplement 
their menus with the produce of 
small gardens. 

Still another source of nourish- 
ment is occasional parties given 
by wealthy and moderately well 
off residents of San Francisco and 
the Monterey Peninsula who are 
fascinated by the Bohemian pat- 
ter about life and sex. 

‘The sex talk is frank, but not 
particularly lascivious. A young 
stenographer of the writer’s ac- 
quaintance who attended one of 
their wordy sessions had this re- 
action: “They talked and talked 
and talked about sex, but their 
chatter boiled down to about the 
same thing any psychologist or 
psychiatrist will tell you—that 
sexual maladjustment is the causé 
of much misery and _  unhappi- 
ness,” 

HERE is an overtone of an- 

archism in the New Bohemia, 

too. Henry Miller, generally 
recognized as the high priest and 
prophet of the loose little realm, 
strikes this note in some of his 
writings. 

Miller, a former resident of 
both Paris and Greenwich Vil- 
lage, founded the New Bohemia 
when he maved into a cottage in 
the Big Sur Mountains, near An- 
derson Creek, in 1943. He had 
previously won a measure of fame 
in some quarters—although hard- 
ly fortune or wide acceptance by 
the general public — with his 
books, “Tropic of Cancer” and 
“Tropic: of Capricorn.” 

Some critics consider them a 
trifle pornographic, and the few 
libraries which have copies keep 
them under lock and key. 

Miller, after establishing his 
wife and baby in his mountain 
retreat, proceeded, even in war- 
time, to write some pacifist tracts 
which had a limited circulation. 
Some copies went to conscientious 
objector camps. After the war, 
several “conchies” joined the New 
Bohemia. 

Other men and women came 
from New York and other parts 
of the country. Some, like Miller, 
are alumni of the Left Bank of 
the Seine. Several are modern- 
istic painters and sculptors whose 
work, thus far, has attracted little 
favorable attention or financial 
reward. 

One member of the colony is 
Emil White, who used to be Mil- 
ler’3 secretary. White now de- 
votes most of his time to paint- 
ing—and his works, although 
varied, generally have the same 
title: “I’m a Stranger Here, Too.” 
He also sells Miller’s limited edi- 
tion writings, and the prophet of 
Big Sur occasionally sends out

The Carmel, Pebble Beach, Mon- 
terey and Point Lobos citizens are 
frankly concerned about the pub- 
licity which the New Bohemia has 
brought their area.

“There are the disorderly pic- 
turesque shacks,” the Saturday 
Review expanded, “the lean living

controversy. No subject has pro- 
yided more conversation on the 
Monterey Peninsula since Steia- 
beck resurrected Stevenson’s sneer 
at the local climate. 

The debate over what to do 
about the sprawling colony—to 
welcome it as a tourist attraction, 
or, perhaps, hamper it with new 
zoning and other restrictions—has 
even eclipsed local interest in the 
fact that Cannery Row is largely 
idle, owing to a mysterious falling 
off in the sardine catch.
